Local Member Rejected 


Edmonton March 7.—By a vote of 
42 to 10 with Liberals in the minority 
standing against the rest of the 
house, the legislature on Tuesday re- 
jected the motion of Hugh J. Mont- 
gomery, Liberal, Wetaskiwin, that 
the system of automobile licenses in 
future be on the basis of $1 per 
eylinder. 

Insteed of the motion, the house 
adopted an, amendment hy Premier 
J. FE. Brownlee that the zovernment 
continue to study the whole — situa- 
tion and consider what reductions 
might be made over a period of 
several years and to determine 
what advance might be made in the 
gas tax to compensate for reduc- 
tion in licenses. 

Premier J. FE. Brownlee, in con- 
tinuing the debate, said that he 
took exception to the motion on the 
basis of this resolution as opposed to 
the existing system. 

The only province to adopt the 
system of tax by cylinder was On- 
tario, and even there it was realized 
that an equal division of tax per 
cylinder was unfair,

Personally he was opposed to tax 
by cylinders and in Ontario a four 
cylinder car was taxed $7 while a 

_ Six cylinder car cost $12, an eight 
cylinder car would cost $20 or $2.50 
a cylinder.

In ad- 
dition. to, -this.. _ brigandage.: «many of 
thélocal- gov ‘ernmenits ~ are said to be 
corrupt, with the result that mill- 
ions of natives spend their lives 
working to pay tribute and taxes. 

Because of the brigands who were 
always sweeping down upon them 
and stealing their possessions many 
people belonging to the higher 
castes took their money to the banks 
for safekeeping. This was a mis- 
take, the brigands would have given 
them more action with the same re- 
sult. 

Much as we sympathize with the 
sufferings of the depressed classes, 
it is not on humanitarian grounds 
alone that Canada should accept a 
mandate for the government of the 
country. The fact is that the natives 
are not ready for self-government 
and they need to be brought under a 
wise and beneficent autocracy, such 
as we could give them. One has only 
to look at the broad facts to recog- 
nize the truth of this statement. 

Ceaseless Factional Strife 

I have quoted briefly from-the ver- 
nacular press to show how many of 
the large native cities are controll- 
ed by head-hunters, but I have said 
nothing of the incessant warfare be 
tween north and south. The northern 
states are populated by virile, ag- 
gresive tribesmen, known as Yank- 
ees, who, from time to time, carry 
out well-planned raids against the 
pastoral people of the South. So 
scornful are the Yankees of the abil- 
ity of the Southerners to withstand 
them, that many of the raids are 
actually advertised in prospectuses. 
One of the latest raids was carried 
eut by Baron Insull and by the time 
he was through the other barons fig- 
ured they ought to let the South 
recuperate a bit. 

According to missionaries 
into the 
appalling conditions exist 
Girl marriages are said 
to. be quite common and divorces 
may be had for the asking. In Ne- 
vada, for example, the only qualifi- 
cation needed for a divorce is proof 
of marriage, 

Economically the country is in dire 
straits. Over twelve millions of the 
untouchables are without employ- 
ment and some thousands of the nat- 
ive banks have closed their doors. 
The situation, indeed is so acute that 
many of the peasants have taken to 
burying their savings in backyards, 
which is tough on the barons. 

As I have already indicated, the 
only way Canada cam save the Unit- 
States is by prompt action. A

Edmonton, March 3.—Hon. R. G.

It proved a statement without sur- 
prises, in that no additional taxes, 
with the exception of an increased 
levy on gasoline, rumored for some 
days, were announced. «As an offset 
to this a reduction in motor license 
fees, to be announced shortly, was 
promised, 


It was, however, a budget of sig- 
,nificance, for slashing reductions in 
the cost of government in this proy- 
ince are contained throughout. An 
juverage reduction in all departments 
{Gf 17.57 is scheduled, with the de 
‘partment of agriculture leading the

Alberta Production 

Total value of all agricultural pro- 
duction in Alberta during 1932 sea- 
son according to a preliminary state 
ment included in the annual report 
of the provincial department of agri- 
culture and in the annual budget ad- 
dress of the provinial treasurer in 
the legisalture Friday was placed at 
$117,900,000, compared with $147,- 
700,000 in 1931 season. The _ state- 
ment quotes the Dominion bureau of 
statistics estimates for grain crops 
of a total of 288,600,000 bushels, val- 
ued at $58,263,000 compared with 
249,000,000 bushels in 1931 valued at 
$70,227,000. 

Practically all lines of production 
show a considerable drop in value as 
a result of the drop in price levels of 
the past year. The only exception 
is the sugar beet industry of South- 
ern Alberta which experienced its 
best year in 1932. The statement 
shows that the total acreage under 
all crops was approximately 14,000,- 
000 acres. The statement is subject 
to alteration when figures on certain 
branches of production are complet-

Can Turn to Gardening 

In these days of drastically reduc- 
ed prices for most of the products 
Canada has to sell, fortunate indeed 
is the person who has a fair sized 
garden. From this can be extracted 
two different kinds of relief. A 
steady supply of vegetables of a 
freshness only possible when grown 
right at the door will go a long way 
in. balancing a family budget and of- 
fer a source of revenue not to be 
overlooked. Then again, to almost 
every human being, there comes an 
excitement in the spring, which can 
only be satisfied by delving in 
Mother Earth. 

There is no doubt that nothing will 
restore health so quickly, or bring 
order to a mind, unsettled by the 
business, political and social prob- | 
lems so prevalent today, as a few 
hours in the garden. To dig in the 
earth, to plant seeds that have been 
handed down carefully from the dim 
ages, and in a few short weeks to 
see a picture of our own creating 
taking shape around us—this is real 
satisfaction. 

A Money Saver 

While the growing of flowers for 
beauty alone has a very vital value 
there is a distinct practical side to 
gardening, too. From a plot of land 
one hundred by twenty-five feet can 
he grown enough vegetables to keep 
the average family goiug from early 
summer until well after the heavy 
frosts in October. It is absolutely 
amazing the quantity that can .be 
produced from even a little cily back- 
yard, particularly when some care is 
taken to lay out in the most econ- 
omical way. With much less than a 
quarter of an acre all summer vege- 
tables are possible, with potatoes, 
carrots, beets and parsnips for winter 
as well. 

But a little planning is essential. 
Tall stuff must not be planted where 
it will shade smaller types. Very ear- 
iy things dike spinach, radish and 
the first lettuce, can be planted in

Immediate action to relieve the 
resident farmer or farm owner and 
the urban home-owner not only of 
the possibility of legal proceedings 
which might dispossess him of his 
home, but also of the strain and 
anxiety which generally precedes 
such action, is being taken in the 
Alberta legislature this week by way | 
of an emergency measure introduc- | 
ed by Hon. J. F. Lymburn, attorney- 
general. The bill provides that no, 
action may be commenced by any | 
creditor against such home-owner 
without a permit from the director 
of the debt adjustment act. The bill | 
will have effect until such time as | 
the new debt adjustment legislation | 
becomes law. The bill applies. to/ 
resident farmers or farmers who! 
have owned farm homes and are aes 
pendent upon returns from such | 
property, and also to the urban 
home-owner or man who is residing 
on a property which he is purchasing} 
as a home under agreement. With 
respect to the farm owner, the _ Dill 
applies to any kind of claim which 
may be against him, and in connec. 
tion with which proceedings might 
be taken which would incur costs 
against his land. With respect to 
the urban home-owner, the Dill re- 
lates obviously to action which might 
be threatened = against the land 
which he occupies as a home. All 
home-owners as above described are, 
therefore, by this legislation, reliev- 
ed of any anxiety with respect to 
holding their present homes. It is 
clearly explained that, of course, this 
Act only applies to past-due indebted- 
ness and not to new debts as it is 
not felt reasonable that .any one 
should be protected against liabil- 
ities deliberately incurred in the 
light of present day conditions.
